OU are hearing much about “high com- 

pression’... high compression engines”

This play was first used in the 
World Series of 1910 between the 
Eli Tigers and Hook and Ladder 
No. 7.

T concocts an evening that is nobody's business, 

and one of these evenings may currently be 
spent, if you are a fanatic for artistic punishment, at 
the Guild Theatre.

Dr. Simon 
son has designed the sets with much of his customary 
taste but, in the designing of them, he doubtless forgot 
that it would be necessary to change them every few 
minutes. The result is such a disturbance back-stage 
if one’s ears can be trusted, as hasn’t been heard in 
a theatre since the old stock company days in Boston 
when John Mason and Henry Miller were wont dur 
ing the entr’-actes to assault each other with chairs, 
make-up boxes and anything else that happened to be 
lving around.

The sexy quartet listed is all, for the most part, 
written for tenor voices. However, “Our Dancing 
Daughters,” despite its title, has a few moments very 
much worth while. In fact, there are several scenes 
that could have been elaborated into excellent situa- 
tions. There is the one in which the young man who 
has married a modern playgirl finds his house 
stormed by his wife’s former playmates. Unfor- 
tunately, the scene was directed with a shovel, but 
there was a good idea in the situation. 

Then there is the wily mother who maneuvers a 
good marriage for her daughter and then declared 
dividend by robbing her wardrobe. I liked that scene. 

However, there isn’t much else to recommend in
